14-15 are deleted. Claims 1 and 18 are amended. Claims 19-21 are added. 
Now, Claims 1-13 and 16-21 are pending.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) 
over the closest reference: Yanutola (US 2005 0014886) 

Yanutola discloses a composition for coating a substrate, which 
comprises an aqueous dispersion of a film-forming polymer such as acrylic 
polymer, etc. and a sufficient amount of a silicone polyether ([0001], [0015]- 
[0016], [0030]-[0033] and [0050]-[0061]) However, Yanutola does not teach 
or fairly suggest the presently claimed coating composition comprising the 
silicone polyether where the composition provides for a hydrophilic coating 
composition with a wetting angle of less than 40° on a hydrophobic support.
